Bight days ago the girl was placed 
on trial for murder. Today her 
attorneys, having interrupted the 
murder trial, had the 
jury trial In an effort to prove her 
insane. 

The inquiry into the girl's sanity 
was launched this afternoon. It 
followed a morning of rumors that 
attorneys on both sides had reached 
some sort of agreement that might 
end the entire case. Judge Louder- 
back, however, excused the murder 
jury until April 6, and directed 
that the sanity jury be impaneled. 

Defense counse!] have subpoenaed 
most of the witnesses whom the 
State summoned to testify in the 
murder trial. It was admitted 
that in deciding the girl's mental 
condition the circumstances sur- 
rounding the death of Mrs. El- 
lingson and subsequent develop- 
ments would have to be examined. 
Police and others who grilled the 
gifl after her arrest were called 
in support of the contention by the 
defense that the girl has become 
insane.

SECRETARIAL AGENCY 

The union, however, even with 
the additional powers pro posed, 
would remain very largely a secre- 
tarial agency in the general 
scheme of preserving peace. 

The expansion of the Monroe 
Doctrine is contained ir a proposed 
convention headed “Fundamental 
Rights of American Republics,” 
which says In part: 

“No American republic can cede 
any part whatever of ite territory 
to a non-American nation, even 
although it should desire to do so. 

“No nation shall hereafter. for 
any reason whatever, directly or 
indirectly. occupy even temporarily 
any portion of the territory of an 
American republic in order to ex- 
ercise s@vereignty there. even with 
the consent of sald republic. 

“No nation has the right to iIn- 
terfere in the national or foreign 
affairs of an American republic 
against the will of that republic. 
The sole lawful tntervention is 
friendly and conciliatory § action 
without any character of coercion.” 


CONVENTION GROUP 

This convention is one of a group 
that includes also a definition of 
what constitutes a nation within 
the meaning of the various treaties 
proposed; a declaration of the 
rights and duties of nations which 
refers to the “political philosophy 
of the Declaration of Independence 
of the United States” and a code of 


rules to govern recognition of new 
natioris and governments which in 
cludes the following clauses: 
“Every legally constituted gov- 
ernment has the right to be recog- 
nized. Refusal of recognition by 
one of the republics is an unfriend- 
ly act.

HEY call it “Poverty Row”—a 
strange lot of low, shambling 
buildings in th vicinity of 
Gower street and Sunset Boule- 
vard, drab little “tin-pan” plants, where 
cheap pictures are made. Just ac 
the street from the big Christie studio, 
within a stone’s throw of Famous Play- 
ers-Lasky, and not out of walking dis- 
tance from Warner Brothers, United 
and F. B. O., it forms a quaint little 
movie world, where inexpensive melo- 
dramas, unpretentious two-reel comedies 
and western “horse-hoppers” are con- 
ceived. 

“Does it thrive?” you ask. 

One man has made $1,000,000 there 
in the past few years. Another has 
$600,000, and others are putting away 
big sums in the bank. 

The survival of the fittest! 

While the few with mastering finan- 
cial minds were harvesting a flood of 
golden coin, others have failed and the 
wrecks that emanate from the little 
“Row” line the reefs which rise to en- 
gulf the aspirations of countless em- 
bryonic producers. “Poverty Row” has 
seen the man with one great idea go 
dowa in the cinematic vortex which 
swallowed scores and it has seen tal- 
enter minds come to its environs and 
emerge with pictures which brought 
both fame and fortune, 

“Poverty Row” is where pictures are 
made which find their way into cheap 
picture theaters throughout all Amer- 
ica. It is the cheapest place in Holly- 
wood to make photoplays and because 
of this it has earned its title. 


Make Many Famous Films 


“The Salvation Hunters,” filmed last 
year by Josef Von Sternberg, was a 
product of the Row. It so elated 
Douglas Fairbanks and Mary Pickford 
and Charlie Chaplin that they bought 
an interest In it and swung it imto the 
distributing channels of the United 
Artists Corporation. It cost just $4600

“By Divine Right,” an Elliott 
Dexter play which cost about $60,000, 
was produced in “Poverty Row,” and 
there are many others which crept 
from those little unknown studios to 
bring both fame and fortune to their 
producers.

TRAIN 
OPERATED BY RADIO 


RAILROAD CLUB INFORMED 
AUTOMATIC SYSTEM OF 
CONTROL PRACTICAL 


“Through the use of modern de- 
velopements in ra_jo, it is entirely 
possible to operate electric trains 
from a central control office,” said 
G. ¥. Allen of the radio department 
of the Westinghouse Electric and 
Manufacttring Company in dis- 
cussing the subject of “Railroad 
Radio” be -re the New York Rail- 
road Club recently. 

“I de not wish to be under- 
stood as advocating the elimination 
of the motorman, conductor and 
crew, for no mechanical device, 
however perfect, can take the place 
of human intelligence.”” continued 
Mr. Alien, “but it is interesting to 
note some of the possibilities of 
radio control. 

“Tt is now entirely feasible 
through combination of automatic 
contro] and radio supervisory con- 
trol, to start a train without a 
crew from a station, run it at full 
speed over clear tracks, slow it 
down or stop it, in accordance wiih 
the signals of an automatic block 
sicnaling system, start it up again. 
when the signals clear, stop it at 
its next station stop and open its 
doors.” said Mr. Allen. 

“The supervisor at the central 
office. would receive complete infor- 
mation by radio at all times as to 
the position and operation of the 
train; he could take persona! 


charge of its operation at amy time 


and he could talk directly to the 
passengers to give them any de- 
sired directions.”’ 

The radio features of this sys- 
tem, according to Mr..Allen, are 
of the carrier current ; namely, 
radio waves which travel along 
the power lines of the railroad in- 
stead of spreading out through the 
ether as in ordinary broadcasting. 
Py using this system, the waves 
can be directed to any desired 
point and can be utilized to ope- 
rate switches and other devices, 
as well as to carry on conversa- 
tiens. This system is now being 
used practically by electric power 
and street railway companies for 
controling distant switches and 
‘or talking between any points 
on the system. 

“An interesting railroad applica- 


tien of this system.” said Mr. Al- 
len, “is tts use on long freight 
trains. Some trains. are upward 


of a mile long and the ordinarv 
methods of communication  be- 
tween the engineer at the head of 
the train and the conductor in the 
caboose at the rear, or the en- 
gineer of a pusher locomotive, be- 
come difficult to use. Carrier cur- 
rent radio telephones can now be 
Installed on a train which make 
communication between various 
parts of it as easy as between the 
offices of a building.”—[ Brooklyn 


PAPER CUPS AND DISHES 
MADE BY ELECTRICITY 


Exemplifying the many diversi- 
fied applications of electricity, in- 
genious machines are now used 
for making paper cups and dishes 
by a—manufacturing concern in 
Brookiyn. The creation of these 
paper cups is an interesting pro- 
cess. Mechanical fingers on an in- 
genioua electric-driven machine 
pick up a single disk of fine qual- 
ity paper and place it in a sec- 
tion of the machine for pressing. 
This. pressing gives the cup its 
shape. plaiting the sides. for 
strength and rigidity. The piece 
is then transferred to another unit 
of the same machine, where it is 
sterilized heating. 

When the second step has been 
completed, the cup has assumed 
ite final form with plaited sides, 
natural curved tip and tumbler 
shape. But, as a measure of add- 
ed efficiency, it is put through a 
third process, being sprayed with 
hot paraffin, which seals the 
Plaits and gives increased rigid- 
ity and crispness. From this point 
the cup passes. into‘ a baking 
chamber. where the paraffin is 
drained off. The finished cups are 
arried along on an endless con- 
veyor past a fan, the breeze from 
which hastens drying.—([Ex- 
change.

A common (4istributing system 
for nine local ice companies, said 
to have 70. per cent of the manu- 
facturing capacity of the city, has 
been formed and today will Wegin 


to function. 
Thies will mean an immediate 


reduction in the price of ice to the 
household consumer, say officials of | 


hose companies in the combina- 
ae They says the price will be 
reduced about one-third from the 
normal—recent prices have not 
heen normal. The flat price for 
the new system beginning today 
will be 40 cents a hundredweight. 
Prices have ranged as high as 

cents In the last few months. 
Officials of the Union Ice Com- 
pany. the lafgest concern outside 
of the delivery combine, say they 
have been selling for 40 cents since 
the price war of November ® 
will continue to paddle our own 
Associated Ice Distributors, 
Inc., is the name of the new con- 
cern. Its organizers deciare that 
it is merely an application of the 
co-operative principle in market- 
ing. in keeping with Secretary 
| Hoover's principles of reducing 4u- 
‘plication of effort. The lowered 
‘price is not the beginning of a 
| price war. it ils explained, but is 
'merely the result of this elimina- 
tion of a duplication of effort. 

The nine companies entering the 
agreement are scattered in all parts 
of the city. Under the old system 
a company with a plant on the 
east side had to deliver ice on the 
west side. Under the new system 
these plants will retain their iden- 
tity as manufacturing concerns but 
will have a common delivery seys- 
jtem under the name of the Asso- 
‘ciated and share in the costs of 
distribution. The common central’ 
for orders will prevent long hauls, 
each company delivering to a cer- 
tain district. This will bring lors 
by melting down to a minimum, 
but chiefly will reduce costa by 
eliminating overhead. The com- 
mon delivery system starts with 
248 wagons, considerably less than 
the number the nine companies 
have been operating. 

The price of wholesale ice will 
not be much affected if affected 
at all by the new system, say ites 
organizers.

around to the two-party system of govern- 
ment. Two groups polled 20,000,000 of the 
27,000,000 votes cast, while the Communist 
candidate received about the same propor.

Na- 
ture is styled truth, and, if it be true, as 
Burbank stoutly avers, that she never lies, 
finee it is unnatural for man to do so, and 
things that are unnatural are unwholesome. 

In professional life there is more veracity 
than formerly. The reputable lawyer who 
demands the whole truth from his client 
before undertaking his case does not con- 
ceal his lack of a chance for a favorable 
court decision, but tells him frankly what 
he considers that chance to be. The hon- 
est physician of today does not mince mat- 
ters when asked what the examination in- 
dicates. He may consider it unwise tn cer- 


tain cases to blurt out the cruel fact that | 


the patient has but a few months to live, 
but he does so with greater frequency than 
formerly. 

On the whole, there is less false pre- 
tense in society than when Thackeray 
wrote his “Book of Snobs.” Woman, par- 
ticularly the undaunted flapper, is not so 
much given to understating her age. There 
are enough fibbings and false excuses in 
the social world, to be sure, but honesty of 
purpose is getting to be more apparent.
